Tue war news of the week is not great in 
extent or significance. Banks is it ni 
te gather in Union men in Texas. 
Lee are urdoubtedly im quacters for the winter; 
Foster vice Burnside in’ East Tenmessece, holds un- 
questicned pessession of his mountain realm ; 
Grant is ;carcely heard from, but there is every 
reason for believing thathe will advance agaia 
somewhither jost as seen as he can gst the 
requisite supplies and transportation in order. 


TEXAS. 


Mejer-General Washburne with a strong fore, 
moving up the coast from Brownsville, disem- 
barked near Fort Esperacza, built to commend 
the entrance of Matagorda Bay, aad by Nov. 29th 
bad driven the garrison ¢ ut of their putworks and 
‘wes puch ng up to the fort, when atl o’clook ne xt 
morning thy magezices in the fortblewup. The 
rebels, 1,000 in number, hed fled two hour: before, 
leaving s}ow matches. We took 10 guns, of from 
24 to 128 pounds. The fort is very large and 
et mplete, bomb-proof, and in part cased with rail- 
roadiron. A gaie prevented the fleet from com- 
plenng their intended cloze investment, which 
weuld probably have secured all the garrison. 
Oar troops now command the entrance of Mata: 
gorda Bay, which gives us m ht-ry control ef all 
sential end western Texas, and all the important 
po'pts on the coast except Galveston. 

‘Uniep men are rapidly coming in; two regi- 
ments of them are already full, and they continue 
te enlis‘ in large numbers, Hon. A. J. Hamilton 
is militsry goverror, ard will deubtiess co-epe- 
rate effectively with Gen. B:nks. 


THINGS IN THE SOUTH. 


All reports from the ins de of the rebellion 
leok more ard mere gloomy. Their Congress 
met at Richmond on the 7th. Jeff Davis’s mes- 
.gge, a Jong decument, is pereephbly melancholy 
and dix pirited throughout ; reciting their disas- 
ters at hcme, the wicked conduct ef all the for- 
eign nations to them, and the hard necessities of 
their state. Memminger, their Secretary of the 
Treasur’, in Jike manner shows how their cur- 
rer-cy is three t mes too large in amount, and how, 
if it eannot be placed on a proper footing and 
the moucy raised for continuing the war by.a 
pew lozn, “the country must sucesmb.” Me. 
Focte of Mississipi bas made a terzible onslaught 
on Jeff Davis in a speech in which he charged 
spon the uulueky head rebel everything that 
went wrcng. 

NAVAL, 

The bleckade still prevails, and prizes are still 
teken from time to time. The last important 
one wes a large blockace-running Evgtish steam- 
er, worh rome $350 000 or more, taken by the 
U.8. supp'y eteamebip Circassian, on the Yih, 
ene Cay cout frem Charieston. 

The rebels on their part have also taken a 
rteamer A gang of them prepared a plot ia St. 
Jehy, N B, csme éown to New Yo¢k, which 
eEwarms with rebels ard copperheads, took pis- 
sage as ervilians for Portia.d on the Cromweil 
line patsenger aud freight steamer Chesapeake, 
ox Saturdoy the 12th, 17 iu number, aad while 
atsea, at 1% am,on Monday, 14th, rose on the 
erew, murcered and threw overboard the second 
engineer, wounded other, irored the ship’s com- 
pany, then put them ins boat and seat them 
ashore, and went off eastward. Several vessels 
are row pursuing her, avd she kas touched ia 
seversl of the provincial harbors. It is rumored 
that our crvisers hive orders to eut her out 
wherever they find her. So much for the foolish 
Jeniency Wih which the traitors who swarm in 
New York city havs been treated. 

—The monitor Weehawken sank at her anchors 
off Charleston, on Dec. 6, in consequence, ap- 
parently, of the prossest carelessness. Her hatetres 
seem to have been Jett epen, and her water-tignt 
cemper ments below also, so that when the sca 
yan bigh on that Sunday, she shipped sea after 
sea, until she beeame tco fall to be relieved, and 
plunged down £0 suddenly as to carry with her 
thirty men or more. She lies in thi:ty feet of 
water, and will probably be raised. 


ITEMS. 


There is a report that Longstreet, while re- 
treating from Tennessee toward Virginia, has 
lost much of his artillery and trains. 

— Unicnis's in Arkansas continue te enlist, and 
to meet and organize for the adoption of a free 
state constitution and re-establishment in the 
Union. 

— An elrction with a view of a free state con- 
stitution is being prepsred for in Louisiava under 
the pro‘ection of the U.S authorities and troops. 

—John Morgan is not caught. 

Gen. Butler has prohibited all transfers of 
Property in his depertment by disloyalists, aad is 
vigor°usly raising colored troops. ‘ 

— Our prisexers in Richmond have certainly 
received considerable quantities of supplies and 
clothing ; bus it is reported that the rebels have 
suddenly refueed to receive further supplies for 
them. If this is true, retaliation becomes our 
plain duty.

CONGBESS, 
ABSTRACTS OF ANNUAL DOOUMENTS. 


The messege and accompanying decuments 
Were sent im to Cengress on the 9th. They are 
pepere of the very greatest importance and iater- 
est. We give brief abstracts of seme of them. 

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE AND PROCLAMATION. 

Our foreign relations remain peaceful and 
friendly. 

The supplemental treaty with Great Britain for 
euppressipg the slave-trade has gone into effeet, 
tnd it is believed that, so far as the United States 
* coneerned, the African slave-trade is at an 
end. 

Meesures are to be submitted to the Senate for 
adjusting certain claims in Washing'on territory, 
#¥ sing uncer the treaty of 1846 with Great Britain; 
the question of the Spanish maritime jurisdiction 
areund Cuba; the liquidation and ospiial zation 
eftke Sebeldt dues. A controve-sy with Chili 
about a seizure of treacure kas been setiled by the 
decision of King Leopold of Belgium. The eva- 
sion of military service by naturalized aliens 
ehould be cured by a proper law, and their voting 
should estep tre plea of alienage. Itis uncertain 
whether we can avoid a war With Jacan Ii is 
believed that arrangements made with the Ozarof 
Russia will resnit in a telegraph line through his 
dominions fromour Pecific coast. 

Tho Atlantic telegraph is reeommended to fav- 
erable consideration ; also a line elong eur coast 
forte on the Atlantic and the Gulf. 

Our organized territories are on the whole in 
geocd ecndition; there should be ‘a systematic en- 
eouragement for immigration into these and the 
US generally. 

Conventions have been proposed to some for- 
eign governments whese subjects think them- 
selves injured in various ways by ourrelves dar- 
ing the war, and other meacures may bs necessary 
to do justice in such cases, but nothing conelasive 

been done. 

Here the President gives briet reeapitu'ations of 
the reports of the heads of departments, with some 

gestions on their tive topies. 

Attention is direeted to the Northwestern ship 
@anal echeme. 

The remainder of the message discusses subjects 
Belating tothe war. A: year ago affairs were in

and megro troops. A hundred thousaad mea, 
slaves at the beginning of tve rebellion, are now 
im our military serviee, half of them as soldiers 
im the ranke. No violence cr trouble of import- 
exce bas attended the inauguration of the emanci- 
paticn policy, and the elections have shown that 
the country approves it. 

The rest of the message is an argument in’ jus- 
tification of the proclamation of amnesty which 
is appended to the message. ‘ 

Omitting the preamble, this proclamation de- 
clares snd makes known “ to all persons who have 
éinee?ly or by implication participated in the exist- 
irg sebellion, except as hereinafter exeepted, that 
a fol) pexcon is hereby granted to them aad each 
ef them, with restoratioa of all rights of property, 
except as to slaves, and in property cases were 
the nights of third parties shall have intervened, 
ar d upou thé condition that every such persoa ¢hall 
teke ard subscribe an oath, and thenceforward 
keep sud maintain said oath inviolate, and whi*h 
oath shall be registered for permanent preserva- 
tien, end shall be of the tenor and effect tollo wing, 
to wit:

“ The persons excepted from the benefits of the 
foregoing provisions are sli who are or shall have 
been civ:l or diplomatie officers or agents of the 
r¢0-called Confedexate goverament; all who have 
left judicie] s'ations under the United Siates to 
aid the rebell om ; all who are, or shall have been 
military or naval officers of sad so-called Oon- 
federate government, above the rank of eolonel ia 
the army, of lieutenant in tre navy; ail who 
left seats in the United States Convress to aid 
.the rebellion; all who resigned commissions in 
the s1my or navy of the United States and af- 
terwards aided the rebellion; and all whe 
have engaged in eny way in treativg colored 
persene or white persons in eharze of such other- 
wise tLan lawfally as prisoners of war, and which 
persons may have been found in the United States 
rervice as seldiers, reamen, or in any other 
capseity. 

* Ard I do further proclaim, dec’are, and make 
known that whenever in any of the s'ates of Ar- 
kaneos, Texes, Louisiana, Mississippi, Tennessee, 
Alebama, Georgia, Florida, South Carolina, and 
North Cerolina, a number of persons—not less 
than one-tenth in number of the votes east in 
euch sta'es at the Presidential election in the year 
of our Lerd 1860—each having taken the oath 
a‘oresaid, and net hiving since vielated it, and 
be ng & qual fied voter by the election laws of the 
st-.te exeting immediately before the so-called act 
of secession, and excivdirg all others, shall re-es- 
tabl eh @ state government, whieh siall be repub- 
lican, and in bo wise contravening said oath, such 
thali be reengnized as the true government of the 
stste, and the state shall receive thereunder the 
bene fivof the conztitutioval prevision which de 
clares thai 

‘* The United Ftates sbell gurrentee to every state ia this 
Thict: a res ubhern form of povernment, end shail protect 
eoch of them against ip ation. on applicati o of the legis- 
lature, cr of the executive, when the Jegu lature canna >t b2 
convesed tpeinet Comesiic vivlence.” 

“ Ard I co further preclaim, deelare, and make 
knewn, that ony provision which may be adopted 
by eveb sia'e gover: meat, in relation to the freed 
people of such state, which shali recognize and de- 
claic their permanent freedom, provide for their 
ecucaticn, and which mey yet be consistent, as a 
tem porary atrangemext, with the'r present eoudi- 
tien as a laborious, landless, and howsele:s elass, 
will ret Be objected te by the national Executive. 

* And it is ex geged as not improper that, in con- 
strueurg ea loyal state government in any state, 
the neme of the state, ihe boundary, the subdi- 
visien, the conetitution, and the general code of 
Jaws belore the sebellion, be maintained, subject 
cnly to the modifications made tecessaty by the 
conditions hereinb« fore stated, and such others, if 
2vy, not contravening euch conditions, which 
may be deemed expedient by those framing the 
new state government. 

“To avoid misunderstanding it may be proper 
to say that this proclemation, so far as it relates to 
state governments, hes no reference to states 
wherein loyal state governme: ts have all the while 
been maintaied. 

“ And for the same reason it may be proper to 
further say, that whether members sent to Cen- 
gress from any state shall be admitted to seats 
censtitut onally, rests exclusively with the respec- 
tive houvres, and net to any extent with the 
Executive. - And still farther that th's proclama- 
tiem is inter dec to present the peeple of ths states 
wherein the national authority has been eu: pend- 
ed, and loyal state governments have been sub- 
verted, a mcde in and by which the national au- 
thority and leyal state governments may be re- 
eeteblished within said states, or in any of therm. 

* And while the mode presented is the best the 
Executive can suggest, with his present impres- 
sions, it must not be wndersiood that no other 
possible mode would be acceptable.” 


THE GECRETARY OF WAR’S REPORT. 


Seerctary Sianton refers to Gen. Halleck’s 
1epert for the military operations proper. He 
recepitulates the chief of them, however, aud 
sume their'significence in saying : 

“The Federal force is now firmly planted ia 
every re bel state, and there is reason to hope that 
uncer its protection the loyal people of those 
states will 2eon cast off the yoke of their leaders, 
end seek within the Union that peace and secur- 
ity for life, liberty, and property which ia blind 
madness were recklessly thrown away. Tile suc- 
cers ef our arms during the past year hasenabled 
the departmentio mske a reduction of ever two 
bu: dred millions of dollars in the war est:mates 
for the ens ving fiseal year.” : 

Exchanges of prisoners have been stopped by 
our Government for two reasons: becatse the 
retele violated faith by sending into the field 
segain the prisoners we took at Vicksburg and 
Pert Hudson, unexchar.ged ; tome of them having 
been taken over again at Chattanooga; and sec- 
oncly, becaure they bave refused to treat eur 
colered troops and their efficers as soldiers, but 
have undertaken to treat them as felons, at the 
same time teeking to compel the Government to 
tubmitto their terms by systematic, barbarous 
treatment of our soldiers in their hands. Retal- 
ietion wili be ured if necessary to setthis matter 
right; but not, if the rebels will permit us to 
BU gore eur men iv their hands. 

e exroliment act hes been enforced in 12 
ttates. It produced 50,000 soldiers anf $10,000,- 
OVO for procvring substitutes. The $300 exemp- 
ton clause makes much trouble, and Congresa is 
recommended to consider whether not te discon- 
tirue it. 

It seems probable that the troops needed next 
spring will be mostly raised by volunteering, 
vithouta 6raft. The drafted men have msde good 
soldiers. An invalhd eorps has been raised, of 
men wounced, etc., but fit for guard and gerrison 
duty. Ii now numbers some 20,000, and allows 
Fo meny effective troops to be added to those in 
the field. 

The businere of raising colored troops is under 
a special bureau. More than 50,000 of them are 
aleedy in thefield. They have done good serv a-, 
They are now allowed no bouhty, and but $10 a 
mepth ; and Congress is recommended to maka 
their pay and bounty equal to those of white 
tioeps. A permenent and general system for 
supporting the colored women, children, and sick 
and infirm persons Jeft cn our hands by the war.

Our own home resouress for produc'ng arms 
and warlike material ars only beginning to be 
developed ; but while at the beginning of the war 
we were dependent on foreign countries for them, 
we are alrcady entir:ly independent, ‘our own 
manvfactores beicg so much the best that the 
scldiers sre unwilling to use any other. 

Only $200,000 a year is by law allowed fer 
arming the militia. This should be $2.000,000, 
unt] the states areallsupplied. About $6,000 000 
was given for fortifications lest session ; and our 
eeabosrd and border fortifications are now de- 
eidedly stronger than last yesr. 

As there was no wse in leaving West Point 
partly empty, the vacancies due the rebel states 
were filled by appointments of deserving youig 
men from the loyal states, named by the genora's 
in the field. Toe survey of the northern aad 
northwestern lakes has beea actively prosecut- 
ed. 

The Quartermaster’s and Commirsary depart- 
ments kave been impreved, ard good and abaad- 
ant foce has been supplied to all our arimies, and to 
manky priscners, conirabands, and euffering loy- 
alis‘s. 

The horpitals arc in good eovdition, and the 
health of the armies is be’ter than last year. 

The question of the usefulness of the signal 
corpse is no: entirely settled. It should be further 
tried. 

The military telegraph bas been of inestimable 
value. 5,326 miles of it have been in operation 
during the year ending June 30; and in that time 
at least 1,200,000 messages were sent over it, 
of from ten words to mors than a thousand in 
length. : 


SECRETARY OF THE NAVYS REPORT. 


The blockade extends 3,549 miles, with 189 har- 
bor or river openings, and mach of it a doubis 
coast. It extends from Alexandria, Va., to the 
Rio Grande. More than 100 vessels are also em- 
ployed in patrolliag rivers and inlet, ete , ever 
a length of about 5,615 milesin all. The block- 
sde hes been inereasingly stringent; and the prst 
year has been disastrous to the blocksde-ranners. 

A review of the doings of thé varieus. sqaad- 
rone, etc.. follows: The Naith Ailantie squadron, 
Adm ro! Lee, has patroiled and guarded the Virgin- 
12 a1 d North Carolina coasts, all blockade-run:iag 
bavirg been destroyed excep: at Wi:mington, 
which two herber eutrances, 39 miles apar! aod 
strongly fortified, render at very dillicult to stop 
vp. But mo-tot the blockadt-runnera oven there 
have been caught. ‘ 

The South Atlantic Squadron, Aimiral Dshl- 
grer, has been particularily busy in front ef Uh ar- 
lesten, whose trade has been anuiilated. The 
ettscks made there bave been of service in ce 
menstrating the merits ef the jron-clade; and 
the thifling military value of Charleston makes 
ite capture of lit le conre quence. 

The Eastern Guif. Sqvadzeo, Admiral Bailey 
hes blockaded frem Cape Canaveral to Ppnsa- 
= iaking many prizee and about destroying the 
trade. 

Tie Western Gulf Squadron, Admiral Farra- 
gut, has concertrated most of its efforts upon the 
river operations; of whieh a summary accouast 
is given. Its blockading duty has been well 
periormed, notwithstanding the exceptional mis- 
toriures at Subine Pass 2nd Galveston, and the 
evarons rendered possible by the geegaphy of 
the Rio Grande. 

A sketch follows of the river operations of the 
Missies ppi Squadron. Admiral Porter, now ineiu- 
dirg 100 vessels, 462 guns, and about 5,500 
men. 

The Potomec Flotilla, Commodore Harwood, 
has teen industrious in patrollivg that river to 
prevent trade and supplies to the rebelx. Bat 
the punisk ments ir flieted on those caught in this 
business have been so light, that they turn round 
abd instantly beg n again. 

The goed service ot the Pacific Squadron and the 
batile of Commender MeDovgai with the Japan- 
ese baiterics are then referred to. 

The naval force of the Uvited States was at the 
eutbreak of the war, 76 vessels, only 42 being in 
ecromission. That force hes been enlarged antil the 
US. is now a first rate naval power, taving now 
5€8 ships, ef 4,443 guns, and 467,967 tuns bar- 
denin all, This includes these now buiiding. Of 
these 46 are coast iron-elad steamers, 29 river 
iron-clad stesmers, 203 side-wheel stenmers, 198 
serew sieamers, aid 112 ssil vessels. At least 29 
of the sieamers are captured blockade-runners. 

After tracing out the necessity ef jarge iron- 
clid ses-poirg vessels of war, a Jarge navy-yard 
exprecsly for building such veesels is urgently 
end at great length and by forcible arguments re- 
commended to be estedlished, and the evils of the 
Jeck of one ere presented. League Island, near 
Phil«delphia, is strongly urged as the proper place 
for euch a yard. 

A pave) depot, yard, and foundry, should be es- 
tablished ecriewhere on the Mississippi * 

A clars should be formed at the Naval Aoade- 
my for the training of naval enginoere, and a 
strong exbibit iv made of the disasters which the 
want cf such officers has eansed, and the plain 
necertity for mach treizizcg in view of the in- 
creare of our sileam navy. 

The most deserving and competent of the vol- 
unteer navel officers should be premoted or 
brought inte the regular line. There should be 
a ryrtem of exeminstions for promotion, such as 
elieacy exists in the engineer and medical ser- 
vices. A rchool to train boys to the naval cer- 
vice should be instituted. 

Here follows a jong and indignant review of 
the career of the pirates helped sfloat by the Ea- 
1opesn Bava! powers. It is plainly charged that 
Adn ire) Wilies wrongfully detained the Vand«r- 
brit in the early part of 1263, so as entirely to de- 
feat the plens of the depariment, which would 
have pleced ber where it is a!most certain that she 
would hsve met the Alabama, Fioride, and Geor 
ga The difficulty of catching these irregular 
cruisers 1s Extreme ; they leave no trace, and are 
betrienced acd helped in foreign parts, while our 
cruisere sre impeded. Nor is it best te relax the 
bleckede te eend more ships afer them, Some 
have been tent, and others would be were not 
eaMER £0 £Ca1 Ce. 

The draft does not exempt seamen, and of 
couree impedes naval enliztments. In commun:- 
ties which furnish sailors to the navy, again, no 
8) owance ie made for this on the draft, as weuid 
be just. Nor are there such bounties for sailora 
as jor ecldiers. These errors should be corrected 
by Congress, ard the naval eervice relicved from 
the very serione inconvenience they cause. 

The Neva) Academy, like that at Ws Point, 
bas been keptfull. The report cf the Visiting 
Peard last May is clear and fervent in approving 
the srecpe and conénct of the echoo!l. . 

Up te Nov, 1, 1,045 prizes have been token; of 
whieh 175 ere « exmers, 547 schooners, 26 bar 
15 ships, ete. , besides many destroyed on the coast 
erd en the rigers. ¢ prizes cent im for adjudi- 
cation thue faPin the war are worth not less 
thirteen million of ¢oliars. A revision of the law 
en prizesis needed. . .

Amorgthe bille and resolutions of which notice 
was given, or wh eh were introducsad, were: one 
by Semater Lane to indemnify the citizens of 
Lawrenee for losses by Quantreli’s raid; by Mr 
Stevens (Pa.) to fix a time for elections to Con- 
grees, and enable eoldiera to vote ; others, to 
place eclered troops on the same footing with 
white ones as to pay, bounty, and premiums, and 
io repeal the fugitive slave bills of 1793 and 1850 
(a similar ove was noticed by Mr. Samner ia the 
Senate); by Mr. Pendleton (0.) to admit memb>rs 
of the Cabinet to seats in the House, with the 
right to debate each on his own affairs ; by Sex- 
ator Dixon to exempt clergy: men frem the draft;

There are so many things to write about that I 
hardly know where to begin.

«s For the preaching of the cross is to them that perish 
foolishness ; but urto us which are saved. it is the power of 
God.”—1 Con i. 18. 


“ The cross” is here employed asthe name of 
the whole sublime history which culminated in 
the crucifixion of our Lord. It is simply a term 
to represent certain aspects of the divine dispo- 
sition and conduct as made known to us through 
the Savior. There is a God revealed in nature 


’ as creating and sustaining that which he creates. 


The physical world, aud its laws; the races of 
men; nations, and their continuous history—all 
that, in short, which is included in the term posi- 
tive philosophy, in modern phraseology, 18 & revel- 
ation of certain elements in the divine nature; 
and there would have been a revelation of God in 
the world had never # line been written or a word 
spoken by holy men or prophets. For the things 
that are created and are visible make manifest 
the invisible things of God. There is alsoan infia- 
ite range of divine life and character which is 
only dimly conceivable to us in the God of 
glory, and in bis perfected kingdom, to be made 
manifest. It breaks out in snatches in the record- 
ed experiences of good men ; but nowhere does it 
make itself completely manifest. It was not a 
matter of revelation, simply because its lore 
would not be legible to us. What God is in the 
fullness of his nature amid perfected ereatures in 
heaven—this, no man can conceive, nor could 
any man understand it though there should be e 
revelation of it. Raised far higher than our 
capacity can yet attain, it is as glorious as it is 
incomprehensible. 

There is another side, however, of 
‘the divine character and nature. Not only is 
there a creating and sustaining God, not only 
is there a God perfect in all rounded attributes 
and in their disclosures: there is a side of God 
which is turned toward his creatures in 
their peculiar position as imperfect; as low; as 
at Variance with all the laws of their being. 
God’s disposition toward sinful, helpless men, 
is a part of the divine nature which also has been 
a subject of revelation ; and it is this manifesta- 
tion of God that Christ made, and that ig the pe- 
culiar lesson of the cross—a divine and infinite 
affection toward beings not particularly lovely in 
character. A being, pure, symmetrical, obedient 
to his own nature, and transcendent in every con- 
ceivable element—an imperfect creature would 
conceive that such a one would follow the law 
of affinity, and be drawn toward purity and sym- 
metry and obedience. And se God is drawn to- 
ward these qualities; but not toward them alone. 
There is a population of the globe that are not 
lovely ; that are in every stage of im»erfection, 
and in every stage of guilt; that are not able to 
contribute anything by their own nature or action 
to God’s pleasure; that have no power to lift 
themselves up and confer blessing upon him ; 
that are so remote from the divine nature that, 
aside from that which God shall do for them, they 
are infinitesimals in the universe ; that are so ig- 
norant, so undeveloped; so full of pure animal 
nature and habits of passion and of appetite, that 
they are in universal antagonism with the higher 
range of divine thought andconduct. These sin- 
ful, hateful enemies of God are needy just in pro- 
portion as they are wicked. The degradation of 
man is in part his ignorance, and in part his mis- 
fortune ; but in greater measure it is his disobe- 
dience ; it is the violation of the laws of God in- 
fixed in his bedy and in his soul; and he is sin- 
ful and guilty before God to the degre in which 
these things attach to him. And the grand need 
of the world was, not so much to know God as 
revealed in the heaven and upon the earth, and 
by their laws; was not so much to know what 
God was in the ultimate glory of his perfected 
kingdom, as to know what was the divine dispo- 
sition toward the poor, the needy, ihe sinful, the 
lost. And that was the manifestation of the 
divine nature which was made by Christ. God’s 
discrimination between good and evil, between 
right and wrong, were revealed in the structure 
of the world. This was an organized revelation ; 
and though we needed more teaching, there was 
no need of a special revelation on this subject. 

God’s holiness and justice and truth also were 
made known in the great evolution of cause and 
effect. Human experience was a | gp ree reve- 
lation of divine justice. Sin and suffering are 
cause and effect. Virtue and happiness are cause 
and effect. They go together. And men did not 
need to go further than the nature of things as 
they are to learn this great lesson of the divine 
discrimination between right and wrong, and be- 
tween sin and holiness. 

But nowhere in nature was there a revelation of 
the remedial pity in a God of justice. There are 
hints of transgression in nature. He that trans- 
gresses the Jaws of nature and becomes sick does 
not necessarily die. There is leniency in nature. 
There is remedial pity in the family. But 
these are after all only hints, and men could not 
know whether they went beyond human exist- 
ence, whether they had any corresponding devel- 
mn rgeen in the div.ne nature, or whether a God 

at made a government, or law, and administered 
for parity, and upon principles of justice, had in 
his nature and in his economy an7 room for heal- 
ing pity ; forrestoring love ; for a sovereign medi- 
cinal application to hearts wounded and bruised. 
This required revelation. For the heavens being 
challenged had no message of this; and nature 
being challenged brought back only the dimmest 
intimations of it; and human experience was full 
of testimonies ; and, on the whole, nature 
and society said, “ The soul that sinneth, it must 
suffer and must die.” And we needed some one 
to tell us that there was that in. God which bore 
our suffering, and which led him to bow himself 
down that he might heal us. 

What were the steps of this exhibition? He 
humbled himself, and he made himself of no repu- 
tation, for the sake, not of his own pleasure, but 
out of an infinite pity and compassion to those that 
were further than language can measure, or mind 
conceive, beneath him, and unlike him—opp site 
tohim. For them he humbled himself; and he 
made his life to be a servant of sinners’ lives. 
That is, every faculty or every attribute of 
the divine mind became the teacher of the 
‘weak and ignorant among men. Not as we 
do did God, as manifested in Christ Jesus. 
To us self-culture is almost in the nature of 
aholiness. A life of genius is usually a life of 

egelf-seeking or self-satisfying. Eminent endow- 
ment is almost invariably taken as eminent self- 
ishness. The power of might which men receive 
from God is for the most part used by them either 
for themselves or actually to oppress their fellow- 


men. But when God stood in the person of’ 


Christ upon earth, he made every faculty and 
‘power divine, transcendent. He ho wed down to 
serve with thought. His faith, his love, all that 
there is in moral sentiment or in mental endow- 
ment—these were serenely and continuously 
given, not for the furtherance of his own aims 
and ends, his individual partialities and predilec- 
tions, but simply for the service of men. We 
needed such thought, such sentiment, such feel- 
ing. He became a willing suff for others. 
We are willing to suffer for ourselves; we are 
willing to earn a greater good by-and-by, by an 
evil in .ne present. We are willing to pay @ 

Price coined out of our hearts for the coronation 

of our hearts ; but seldom are we willing to suffer 

for others. Moved by the instinct of love, @ pa- 

rent will suffer for the child; but often parents, 

when an intellectual element takes the place of 

the instinet of love, find how hard it is to suffer 

cheerfully, continuously, and willingly for others. 

In even to those that are most like us ; 

those that are dearest to us; those that we bear 
as only an inflection of our own lives, how do we 
find that love itself in its noblest forms and in its 
highest spheres on earth, scarcely yet kaows how 
his life Chris , ; sufferer for others.

revocation. “He , 
the aim of his own life,and not his own pleasure. 
He sought not his own good, but that of othors. 
And ‘the closing gtandeur of his life, in the 
darkness of ering, was @ fit climax to 
all the continuous self-deniel which he 


. The mystery of his expiation, the 
Loman his inward experience, the anguish that 
he bore, the death that befell him—no imazina‘ion 
can trace these ; no tongue can utter them. He 
set aside men’s usual comforts, and had not where 
to jay his head. No household of his own had 
he; for he declared, “ Whosoever shall do the 
will of my Father which is in heaven, the same 
is my brother, and sister, and mother.” He op- 

all the current forms of honor and of pride. 
withstood the proffe:ed emoluments of his age. 
He was helped by nothing visible. He accepted 
everything that men dreaded, and that had become 
the symbol of disgrace in human experience. 
Poverty, want of secular power, want of popu- 
larity, disgraceful accusations, the ban of civil 
ociety, the sen ence of courts, and the most ig- 
nominious penalty affixed to the most odious of 
crimipals—all these he endured voluatarily aud 
cheerfully for the good of others; not under a 
fate, but under a will and volition. And all the 
while he was not acting an official part—he was 
not transacting an episode in divine goverament ; 
he was standing among men by these things to 
show what was the interior and hidden nature of 
God as a God of love, and as a God of infinite 
compassion and mercy toward those who were 
sinful and out of the way. And it was these as- 
pects that Paul was especially delighted to preach 
—love, suffering, disgrace ; power cheerfully ac- 
cepting dethronement; infinite worthiness in- 
finitely abu: ed ; fidelity betrayed ; purity whelmed 
in reproach and infamy; wisdom shrouded in 
darkness ; life hidden in death—and all deliber- 
ately and for a moralend; namely, to save wicked 
men who were God’s enemies ; to unfold a con- 
ception of ihe divine character which was full of 
glory, but which the earth had not yet dreamed 
of; and to say to men, “ Not when I carve the 
orb of stars, not when I sweep the whole hdrizon 
of creation, not when sitting in infinite power I 
thunder my decrees through all the avenues of 
echoing nature, am I most peculiarly God, but 
when from the hight and summit of infinite power 
and wisdom I bow down to suffer for the peor and 
needy, that I may, by my forbearance and pity 
and suffering, bring them up to a worthy associa- 
tion with myself. Then, and with that experi- 
ence, I stand disclosed as the truest God.” This 
is the suffering God; this, self-sacrificing love ; 
this, remedial pity ; this, giving one’s self for the 
sake of others; this, the peculiar nature of 
divinity. And Christ revealed it. Paul felt it, 
and never eeased to preach the reproach of Christ. 
This is declared to be foolishness to men that 
perish. Historically it wasso. Christ ws loved 
by but a few ; he was admired vaguely by fewer, 
he was set aside entirely by most. A book writ- 
ten in a language which none of us understands 
or can read, might be filled full of the most im- 
portent revelatiors and secrets ; but it would be 
nothing to us if we could not read it ; and being 
able to read it would imply being near like him ; 


‘| apd this disclosure of the wondrous power of the 


divine nature to undergo suffering for the sake of 
healing other men, was so far beyond the then 
experience of the world, that men looked on it 
and did not understand it, and passed by it as a 
hing that was not. It was a fantasy or a folly 
othem. They had not a moral elevation which 
could understand or feel this divine intrusion in- 
o human experience ; for it set aside the usual 
and the approved means of life, and all its aims. 
Secular wisdom ; worldly experience ; material 
wealth ; military resources—these world-honored 
nstruments of power were not ignored by the 
revela:ions of Christ, but were put down from 
the top to a merely subordinate and auxiliary 
place. The elements which were advanced were 
elements for which the world had no taste, and 
in which they had had but little experience in 
life. 

The truths, therefore, which were preached of 
Christ were to ordinary men mere shadows. 
The things whish were relied upon seemed to 
ihem as s0 many fanaticisms. ‘o them faith 
was the dream of an idealist ; and yet these very 
qualities of humility, of self-renunciation, of 
devotion to othera—in short, purity, faith, love— 
have révolutionized the globe. The things that 
are not have been mightier than the things that 
are. Ponderosity, opacity, light, electricity—in 
these there is a power that men understand. 
Bring something which touches the appetites and 
passions, and men ray,“ That is real; bring 
something that the eye and sense can realize, and 
men say, “‘ Now you are sensible, because you 
are sensuous; ’ but bring from the sphere above 
the invisible qualities of truth, and purity, and 
justice, and love, and self-sacrificing pity, and say, 
“No longer build by the power of political ambi- 
tions, nor by motives of pleasure or wealth : 
build now by the power of these invisible truths,” 
and men say, “It is the dream of isms; it is the 
fantasy of amiable fools.” And the apostle says, 
“ These invisible things that men despise—the 
things that are not—shall bring to nought the 
things that are. For the revelation that has put 
heathenism at the bottom ‘and Christianity at the 
top of the world, imperfect as that Christianity is 
in its natioual developments, has been the child 
of the power of these great invisible-moral quali- 
ties. The suffering Savior has been mightier 
than the reigning princesof the globe; and all 
physical nature in the hands of the wisest men, 
has not been able to accomplish so much during 
eighteen hundred years as the suffering Savior, 
that has had no ey oer hand, in the history 
of poor distressed humanity. 

To this day the same continues. To-day men 
rejoice in visible power as the only sensible 
power. To-day men regard all power of moral 
qualities as of the nature of a fascination. To-day 
men believe that they are the most potent who 
get the most, and refuse to believe that they are 
the strongest who give the most. To-day that 
man who makes himself a center and vortex, and 
draws in centerwise toward himself the most 
elements of human power, is called the wisest and 
the greatest man. And to-day he is the least es- 
teemed who, like the sun, sends out from himself, 
and diffuses all abroad, the powers and qualities 
that God has given him to enrich men with. 

This is illustrated by the reliance that is still 
placed upon the Church of Christ, which, though 
it bears his name, is often devoid of his spirit ; by 
the reliance which is placed upon church instru- 
ments rather than upon the invincible power of 
the invisible moral qualities which God gives to 
his people. Churches that are large, and that in- 
clude in them men of influence in the world; 
churches whose funds are ampie—these though 
counted strong, are the weakest churches : but 
churches that have only prayer and hope and 
faith; churches whose members are despised 
among men, but who still pray, and have access 
to the ear of the Eternal—these, though counted 
of little worth, are the strongest. Those churches 
are the strongest that have the most of God; amd 
those are weakest that have the most of this 
world. 

Stull more is this seen in civil society, where 
men follow only precedents to the paved paths of 
silverand gold, and where they fear any uncar- 
nated moral principle. The foolishness of the 
cross 18 s¢en in every element that springs from 
the cross. To do good, to be good, lo follow the 
truth that is in justice and in right—this is looked 
upon as fool-hardy, and there is a perpetual in- 
veighing against those who insist upon followiag 
the cross of Christ, and him that hung thereon, 
giving and giving and giving, sacrificing and sac- 
rificing and sacrificing, and compellinglall persons 
andall visible things to bow themselves down be- 
fore the supremacy of invisible truths of rectitude, 
and justice, and love, and self-denial. And yet, 
the way of the cross is the only safe way, and the 
example of the cross is the only victorious exam- 
ple. Scarcely less, however, is it despised now 
than it was eighteen hundred years ago. But it 
is now the power of God as it was in the begin- 
ning. For it is. this view of the divine nature 
that has a transforming power upoa our own life 
and character. There is something in the absence 
of suffering that attracts our regard, and wins our 
admiration, ina God who administers a perfect 
government, sitting in serene wisdom and patievee. 
And yet, in the presence of such a God, I think 
ps ae experience the peculiar emotions 
wh from Christian life. It is not a G 


“us: it is a God perfect in holiness suffering for 








us that wins us and draws us. Itis the suffering 





pérfect in holiness that wins us and that draws 


divine peace, and much of the divine power. And 
no man knows the divine power Who is using sim- 
ply absolute power. No man knows what divine 
power or divine is until he is in sympathy 
with God so that hecan fee! that all things are bis 
because all things are renounced by him. We 
never have such power over nature or over hu- 
jlife as when we are independent of the one 
or of the other, and when it is a matter of indif- 
ference to us whether we live or die ; whether we 
are honored or despised; whether we work on 
or sleep and rest from work. To be in euch per- 
fect accordance with God as to feel that you are 
willing to spend and be spent, whether it be ina 
ition high or low ; whether it be in honor or 
isgrace—this is 1o be ina high sphere. It is to 
be in an atmosphere without storms. One does 
not need to go to heaven to feel heaven. [t comes 
to us in the darkest hours, and in the most troub- 
lous timee. There is a peace which passes 
all understanding ; but itis not in conscious virtue 
or conscious strength. It is experienced when 
the soul is quickened by a divine sympathy with 
God, which gives a willingness to lay dowa one’s 
life for the sake of others. And in that realm 
there is wisdom and power such as you shall get 
in no other realm lower down. 

Our usefulness, too, is not in the ratio of our 
outward gifts, or our opportunities, or our secular 
instruments, but in this eszeatial spirit of Christ 
which we bear about with us; and he that is 
caught into this spirit of Christ, and can live 
mainly init; he who can declare that the life 
which he lives in the fleeh he lives by faith of the 
Son of God, who gave himself for him, so that he 
gives himself for others—his usefulness is a part 
of the divine providence, aad a part of the d:vire 
decree. 

Christian brethren, this is your great need. 
Surrounded by cares ; afflicted by various experi- 
ences ; borne down, many of you, with bereave- 
ments in overmeasure, harassed by troubles; 
harnessed to business that will not let you go, 
you wilt, you grieve, you faint, you stumble, you 
fall down, you are biased and swayed, and you 
come to live by the very stress of your physical 
life—by sight and not by faith. And that which 
you need above all other things ia such an entire 
subjection of your inward nature to the will of 
God and to the welfare of mankind that you will 
rejoice in suffering, and count it all joy when you 
fail into divers afflictions. 

Do you say itis unnatural? Yes,it is uanatu- 
ral. Itis of grace, and not of nature. But itis 
of the interior life in which there is victory over 
care, and over trouble, and over temptation. And 
when you are tempted to look by the natural eye, 
and to judge things merely by secular wisdom, 
you need to turn to the cross of Christ, and under- 
stand the foolishrfess of that cross, and know that 
after all it is the very power of God. You need 
it; and I need it more than you, because while 
you are but brethren, I am your elder brother set 
to instruct you. 

For the time that I have been your teacher, I 
should have been a far better teacher than I have 
been; and yet, J bear witness that it has boen by 
some sight of this inward truth of Christ that I 
have been able to live and bear my testimony in 
the cause of God. In my better hours this is my 
life ; and my desire is that by your help and by 
your prayers my better hours may teach sach 
other in more sequent conca’enation until every 
day is one continuous cirele of hours filled with 
this truest Christian insight that I be not left to 
trust in my inward gifts, nor in my own influ- 
ence, nor in the strength that is in you, nor in 
worldly favor, nor in any secular power waat- 
‘ever, that I be not permitted to forget, for an hour, 
that the foolishness of the cross is the wisdom of 
God, and the power of God; and that every 
Christian minister is strong, aad is a minister of 
the cross, in the degree in which he realizes in 
himself the self-renunciation of Christ, the sacri- 
fice of Christ for others, and in the degree in 
which he recognizes that the power of the world 
to come, and the power of the world that now is, 
is invisible, but intangible, so that though faith 
seizes it the eye never does. ; 

We are living in an age unparalleled in its ex- 
citements ; and if it were possible the very elect 
of God would be deceived. Therefore it is need. 
ful that you, and I, and ali God’s people, should 
not hide ourselves from the Storm, but that being 
in it, and doing our duty manfully in it, we should 
never be left to forget that the secret of all po ver 
of usefulness lies in the cross ; that it is this dis- 
grace of the outward .man for the sake of the 
honor of the inward man this; paralysis 
of selfishness that a true benevolence! may 
take its place; this crucifixion of the natural 
man that the spiritual man may have glorious 
resurrection—that it is this which is to give us 
the power of witnesses, and is to carry our time 
over its critical necessities, and to develop 
another, a greater, and amore glorious era of civ- 
ilization and Christian faith. 

And so, after a temporary dismission from you, 
as it were, and a kind of vagabond pastorate 
through many countries, I have come back aga'n, 
and I have desired that my first testimony among 
you should be a testimony of Christ, of my faith 
im this innermost view of.a sacrificing Savior, 
and of the powerof the truth that is manifested, 
of God humbling himself that he might exalt those 
that put their trust in him. And I thank you for 
adjourning the precious service of the sacrament 
that I might come and first meet many of you in 
this most endearing and profiting service to-day, 
when we shall tarry together to renew our conse- 
cration and our covenant with Christ with great 
joy and gladness. I will pray for you if you will 
pray for me ; that one and all we may understand 
what it is to follow Christ, and may dedicate our- 
selves with @ clearer purpose and a simpler mean- 
ing to be as Christ was, not counting our life dear, 
but being willing to give everything for men, 
as} God gave everything, that we may be raised 
ee — vane ae —— with him in the a

We have often met with books adjusted to infantile 
minds by being written in words limited to a given 
number of syllables.

+ ths delicate, creamy tint, to the eye. 
The press work is ia the careful style of Mr. Alvord, 
of whom we say, as we have’ before said, that he is 
the only printer in New York that we know of whose 
werk will béar comparison with the best issues of 
the Cambridge presses. There are differences of 
atyle, such as cut of type, etc., which permit choice ; 
but there can be no question of the extreme evenness 
and perfection of the impression of this book, taken 
one slieet’with another ; of the perfect execution of 
letter, headline, and title ; of the clear blackness and 
smoothness of the ink ; of the good taste in all points 
of arrangement, such as size of type and display. 
The illustrations require a separate reference. They 
are from designs by our own artists, and our best— 
McLenan, Hoppin, Darley, Wm. Hart, White, Hall, 
Casilear, Chapman, and others. The engraving, by 
Messrs. Richardson & Cox, is, in the large majority 
of cases, full of feeling, spirit, and success. The 
printing—whose piimary importance to the success 
of the picture is not understood by everybody—is 
very skillful and successful. Of the more noticeable 
of the hundred and twenty designs in the book, 
we may name: Almost every cne of the orna- 
mental initials, tail-pieces, and head-pieces, in the 
book, for beauty of foliage, grace and delicacy of ara- 
besque, and happy grouping ; the “ Church a: Sleepy 
Hollow,” p. 481, after Hart, for quiet sentiment, 
and softness and depth of tone; “Tappan Zee,” p. 
476, after Kensett, for brilliant and effective lizht 
and shade ; the negro “Messenger,” p. 471, for the 
remarkably spirited and natural horse, characterized 
by that clear, strong, decisive breadth of drawing in 
which we consider Hoppin quite unrivaled; the 
“ Trout Stream,” p. 445, after Hart, for summer-like 
quiet in feeling, for proper American laadscape 
traits, (a most truthful acd agreeable feature, by the 
way, of the whole body of American landscapes in 
the book,) and well-managed perspective. This 
“Trout Stream,” by the way, and the “Old Mill” 
next before it, are paged in the index each with the 
other’s number. But there are more to praise 
thsn to omit; we cannot catalogue further. The 
binding is not unworthy of the book ; it is full mor- 
occ 0, full gilt, simply but elegantly tooled on back 
end sides, with good joints—a not too common de- 
sideratum.

The designs are chiefly English. and therefore of 
historical and general interest rather than of that 
close, homefelt interest which belongs to pictures of 
things and people of our own place and time. They 
are, however, mostly of a good degree of merit, and 
the pictures and letter-press are both very wel 
printed, by our skiliful New York printer, Alvord. 

The selections are better than the pictures. Among 
them are Milton’s glorious Hymn to the Nativity ; 
Tennyson’s “ Death of the Old Year” (about seven 
days ahead of the season, we believe ;) Moore’s 
lively “ Visit from St. Nicholas ;” sundry fine old 
Christmas carols ; and many good Christmas poems.

Ameng 
the authors are Tennyson, Hughes, Holmes, Sir 
Thomas Browne, Richter, Whittier, Thackeray, Jef- 
frey, Li:kens, Mrs. Stowe, Sir Philip Sydney, Eliza- 
beth Sheppard. There are portraits of Tennyson, 
Hughes, Dr. Holmes, Sir Thomas Browne, Theodore 
Winthrop, Richter, Thomas Fuller, Mrs. Stowe, Thor- 
eau, Sir Philip Sydney; most of them really good 
pictures. The book is an elegant gift-book, and its 
contents are a really entertaining miscellany for cas- 
ual reading.

To THe Eprrors or Tae Inperenpent : 

Rev. Jeremiah Porter, chaplain, is. now sta- 
tioned at Vicksburg, where, besites the spiritual 
care of the McPherson Hospital, he is prea 
every Lord’s day in the Presbyterian church tos 
diers and citizens. The shell holes the 
upper ceiling of the house have been left as a warn- 
ing against the preaching of treason in the future. 
Mr. Porter has also organized a soldiers’ church, into 
which at a recent communion he received seventeen 
members, cne of whom had been his Sabbath-school 
scholar at Green Bay, “after many days.” The 
communicn set, which he had borrowed for the oc- 
casion from one of the old elders of the church, and 
which had been used in that house by the colored 
Pople in the after part of the same day, when re- 
tumed was scornfully rejected by the wife and 
daughters of the church functionary. A daily pray 2r- 
meeting, morning and evening, is maintained in the 
basement of that church and the work ofgrace, which 
began on the Big Black, still lingers in the regintnts 
arvunc Vicksburg. God is also visiting the Freed- 
men there with spiritual refreshing, As his coloied 
men, who had prayed much with and for his dying 
mss‘er, had jostlearned in bis primer to spell «ut 
the words, “ God is love.” Mr. Porter remarked to 
him, “You koow that by your owa experience.” 
“ Oh, yes” he acswered with a smile over his deep 
black face, “ Jf J on’y knew it as wel! in the book as £ 
do in my heart, I shou'd be 20 glad.” —Rev. D. Chap- 
man, chaplaia of the 105th II, reporting the changed 
feeling of the soldiers toward their black comrades, 
says that fen from his regiwent have taken positions 
in the five coloréd regiments raised about Nashville, 
where he is stationed.—kev. A. L. Rankin of the 
118th IL, a part of which is doing guard-duty at 
Springficld, when the Provost-Marshal had called 
upoa the camp for the second huadred men to arrest 
the armed and organized Knights, who were pro- 
tecting deserters in Scott county, and when for lack 
of soldiers to spare volunteers were called for, took 
a musket end marched, saying thet he would rather 
kill a home traitor than a rebel. Fifty-one of the 
rascals were captured, and they are now wait- 
ing a military trial at Springfield. If a few 
of them shall atone for their treason upoa the 
gallows, it will be a just retribution. One of 
our mep, whose right arm was dropped at his 
side by a ball from an old butternut, seized his re- 
volver with the left and took the life of his assailant. 
—Rev. 8.SaN. Greeley, chaplain of the 6th Michigan 
caval. y, is enthusiastically commended in The Grand 
Rapids Hagle by one of the officers of the regiment 
for the faithfulness and success of his labors. 

Rev. C. F. Martin, one of the district secretaries of 
the Boston 3ract Society, is now making a tour 
among the armies of the Tennessee and the Cumber- 
land He took with him seven or eight hundred dol- 
lars’ worth of books, trects, and papers, and was just 
in time to minister to the spiritual wants of the 
braves wounded at the battle of Vhattanooga. He 
reports to have witnessed more of the spirit of re- 
vival at Nashville than he had seen since 1857.8. 
Mr. Savage is also soon to go down the Mississippi 
again on @ similar errand, and is about sending Kev. 
J. A. Hawly of Ripon, Wis., on a voluotary mission 
to New Orleans with Gospel rations. The final foot- 
ing of the receipts of the Ladies’ Northwestern Fair 
is staty-five thousand dollars. This I have from head- 
quai ters. 

Lawrente is rapidly recovering from the shock of 
the raid. Old citizens are returning, and new ones 
are coming in. One hundred and thirty-seven houses 
have been erected or rebuilt, twenty of which are 
large stone and brick stores, finer than any there be- 
fore. In one year Massachusetts street will be in 
better condition than before. The telegraph has been 
completed to that city since the raid, and the iron 
horse will reach it by New Year’s. The 60,000 dol- 
lar wagon-bridge across the Kansas at that point, 
built by Chapin & Bogart of this city, is nearly com- 
pleted. Rev. Richard Cordley, Vongregationalist 
pastor and editor of The Kansas Record, plucky as 
ever, is holdir g on, as appears from his Thanksgiving 
sermon before me in The Kansas Daily Tribune. 
The Colored church has been rebuilt. The freedmen 
have aJso a Congregational church organization at 
Topeka at Wyandotte, and in Missouri at Kansas 
City and Independence, the last two having been or- 
garized by a colored minister under commission of 
the American Home Missionary Society, in the 
vitiniiies where he had lived and preached as a 
t chaitel. Surely they will have an African New Eng- 
land out there by-and-by. The Congregational church 
at Topeka, the largest in the state but one, is ap- 
proaching completion. The church at Leavenworth 
last spring paid off a debt of $4,200, and became self- 
supporting. Rev. E. N. Harlow, just from Bangor, 
has raised the Puritan standard in Kansas City. He 
has a fair congregation, a good choir, and a Sabbath- 
school. This is a brisk city of 7,000 population, with 
a good measure of Eastern people, and must continue 
to be an important point. ‘his Gospel raid upon the 
west side of Missouri is in retaliation for Border- 
Ruffianism. 

The Northwestern Freedmen’s Aid Committee, 
auxiliary to the Am. Miss. Association, in the few 
weeks ofits operation has through its agent, Rev. 
R. F. Markham, collected $2,5:0, and seventy boxes 
of clothing, andhas just sent down to Vicksburg @ 
company of thirteen missionaries and teachers, Mr. 
and Mrs. Allen and Miss Vickers ef Kalamazoo, Mich., 
Miss Scott and Messrs. Hilman and Bradshaw of 
Towa, Mrs. Thomas, Mrs. Austin, and Messrs. Mof- 
fat, Baker, and Rogers, and the excellent Rev. David 
Todd of Illinois. This is a wonderiul success. 

The work at Geneseo, to which I referred in my 
last, has been to the glory of God’sgrace. The church 
has been subsoiled and so spiritually enriched, while 
some fifty souls have been added to the number of 
believers, among them many heads of families and 
some prominent business men. Rev. Geo. Clark, who 
assisted Pastor Cook, is now laboring in Aurora with 
two Cong. churches there. The meeting at Collins 
Station held by Rev. J. 8. Davis, assisted by Rev. B. 
Jenney, resulted very happily. Heart searchings, 
renewed consecration, and much fervent prayer, had 
prepared the way for a revival. Christians were 
greatly quickened, and fifteen or more were hopefully 
joined to their number. * 

The N.-S. Pres. church at Plymouth, IIl., has united 
with the ee church there, in the support of their 
pastor, Rev. W. A. Chamberlain. The Cong. church 
at Montano has united with the O.-S. Presb. church 
in that place, in the support of worship. Rev. J. W. 
Atherton, in his farewell address to the N.-S Pres. 
church at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, urged a union of the 
Old and New Schools and the Cong. church of that 
place. Since the separation of the home missionary 
werk we have had at the West less of friction, less 
of rivalry, more of practical union. Let the work go 
on. 

The ve ga church at Lisbon has added 
one hundred dollars to the salary of its pastor, Rev. 
O. H. Pratt, besides the matter of $60, left in the 
parsonage. The churches of De Kalb and Malta re- 
cently visited their minister, Rev. T. L. Fuller, and 
left a token of $82; and then the DeKalb people 
waited upon Rev. R. C. Bristoe, a former minister, 
temporarily in the place, and relieved the tedium of 
his blindness with a remembrance of $72 Mr.

THE REBEL ANALYSIS OF LIBERTY. 


Amone the recent interesting developmsnts 
which reach us from the area of the Confederacy, 
is a speech from Senator Toombs of Georgia 
to the rebel legislature of that state. As ex- 
preesizg the views of one of their leading miads 
in an ominous crisis of the rebellion, it of course 
posceeses considerable interest. 

Upon its general tone we do fot propose to 
The orator discussed chiefly tive great and 
vital question of the ourrency j'and indulged in 
the severest consures upon what he condidered 
the mismanegement of the secession authorities 
at Richmond. His views are of course ecound 
enough upon the impossibility of keeping up the 
value of a 6urrency that is constantly increasiog ia 
volume; and he pointed out’ remorselessly the 
mistakes in finance of the rebel Secretary of the 
Tresaury. His only error at this point is that he 
attributes te indivi’ual mismanagement disastsre 
which be is unwilli: g to deom due, as thoy really 
are, to the insurmountable embarrassmeats of the 
situaticn ; and sccordingly succeeds in exposing 
mis'ak:s which any Coufedsrate Secretary of the 
Treasury must commit, and which any idle spec- 
tator can detect and denounce. 

Notwithstanding, however, the admitted diffi- 
culties of the situation, Mr. Toombs relies on the 
heroism of the Southern people to surmouat them, 
and Jabors to rally his bearers to rene wed exer- 
tions and to increased eelf-denia's. All property, 
if need be, is to be sacrificed, and life itself is to 
be devoted te the maintenancs of their cause, for 
“kberty in i's ost anal,sts,” baid the orator, “ is 
“ the tlood of brave men.” .

Tue leyal Americans in London duly commem- 
orated the National Thankegiving on the 27th

have been accomplished by our Government since 
the outbreak of the great rebellion :

| But the confidence of proud and cruel mea

solution make amends for the ivhorent evil of a 
| bad csure. Itis the altar that sanctifies the gift, 
ard however beundless the gift may be which is 
| laid em che altar of superstition, it can impart no 
sacredness, and secure no vitality to the errors or 
| the crimes which it would enshrine. Whonamaa 
| would hallow old abuses by some great act of self- 
| escrifice, he may as well remember thit God “ is 
i“ not the Ged of the dead, but of the living.” The 
| uttermost daring shall be vainin defense of errors; 
the extremest resolution powerless to support 
evil. Indeed, it has ever been the mistake of 
wicked men and oppressors, to believe that it is 
porsible te make their tyrannous schemes succeed 
| by courage and devotion; aud every hoary abuse 
which this day burdens the earth, stands upon 
precisely that foundation—the belief that with suf- 
| ficient reeolution and evergy in its advocates, it can 
| be made to live. It is this precise idea which it 
| has been the work of an advancing civilization to 
diesipate ; and every confl.ct of opposing systems 
through centuries past demonstrates that some- 
| thing more than courage and devotion is requisite 
to the support of national life. Every corrupt 
| and luxurious despotism has had brave and 


| chivalrevs men ready to do battle and die for it; 
and the Papacy has, at this hour, legions of de- 
| voted adherents ready @ogo to the remotest verge 
| of the earth,and die y frightfal form of 
| death, if they may thereby secure ths ascendency

The foseil plant of scales and epines that flourish- 
ed only in the mud of an immature creation, and 
even there produced neither timber nor fruit, 
cannot be made to grow again by any amount of 
manuring; anda man may pour ever its biood 
upon its sterile roots for that end, with no other 
result than to demonstrate the extremity of his 
folly.

| Lapres Exprorine tua Nirz.—At the last meeting 
| of the Royal Geograpbi al So:iety ia London, an ac- 
| count was given of an exploration of the White Nile 
| bya party of Dutch ladies, who went atteided by 
| two hundred men eogaged as porters, fifty soldierg, 
thirty-two beasts of burden, rumerous servants, and 
a collection of articles intended as gifts to the na- 
| tives. This novel expedition seems to have been 
| quite successful ; the tribes having probably become 
| accustomed te white faces, and perhaps struck by 
, the bravery of a party of female explorers. Tae ex- 
| pecition started from Khartoum in light boats, and, 
| after encountering a host of obstacles, reached a 
| barge marshy lake, situatec about Ce north latitude, 
| and 26° east longiide. Thence their goods were 
carried by Jand westward, through a well- watered 
| country abounding in vegetation. Ia passing through 
the native villages ‘they found the chie’s civil ani 
the people hospitable ; but al hough they e:joyed tree 
quarters the firat day, every sudsequent day’s 50)0urR 
in these places proved exper sive, for extravagaat 
prices were charged for ell they received. Among 
| the diffeulties encouctered by the explorers, it is re- 
lated that the most vexaticus were the complaiats 
of ibe soldiers, who ivsisted that they could not get 
enough to cat; but at, times, alac, the roads were 
impsessole, owing to the rain, and the great arxisty 
of the expedition was tw gat tv a place of sa ‘ety where 
, they could remain durivg the rainy season, which 
| would Jast for four months. The flora of the dis‘rict 
| was ré presented to be beauti*al and novel, and the 
| party were not ennoyed by mosquitoes or any other 
insects but white ants, which were very destructive. 
Occasionally they saw elephants, and en*e th oF shot 
at a lion, but the tract of country through which they 
passed wes so much peopled that few wild beasts 
could be expected. At last accouat's, these ladies 
were still waiting for the cry season. Sir Roderick 
| Murchison, in some comments upon this narrative, 
declared that the adventurous explorers should be 
eneouraged, for they had elready done more than 
many men would dare to do.
